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Thoughtless Words

“Let the word of my mouth, and the 
meditation of my heart, be acceptable 
in Thy sight, O Lord, my strength, and 
my redeemer” (Psa. 19:14). 


How cutting and how cruel are the 
words spoken by the careless individual 
who through envy or strife or by mis- 
understanding has spoken evil of an- 
other. True, we may apologize and ask 
forgiveness, but that does not bring an 
end to the damage done by our unkind 
words, whether true or untrue. While 
we do not believe in doing penance for 
our sins, but that all man can do is to 
repent, make his wrongs right if possible, 
turn from his evil way, and have the 
Blood of Jesus applied to his heart, yet 
the following brings out this great truth 
very forcefully: 


“In the old days, a peasant with a 
guilty conscience confessed to the church 
head that he had slandered an innocent 
man. The holy man said to him, ‘For 
your penance, do this now: Take a bag 
of chicken down. Go to every yard in 
town and drop one bit of down into each 
garden. Do not miss one yard. When you 
have finished return to me.’ The sinner 
believed his punishment was light. With 
his bag of down he made the circuit of 
the village and carefully dropped one 
soft feather into each garden. He then 
reported to the minister, saying, ‘I have 
done my penance.’ 


‘“**No, my son,’ replied the good man, 
‘you have not done your penance until 
you take the bag, go again on your 
rounds, collect every feather you have 
dropped, and bring them here to me.’ 
The gossiper protested that such would 
be impossible; he could not find the bits 
of down in a lifetime; many of them had 
blown away. 

‘So it is with gossip,’ replied the old 
minister. ‘It is easily dropped, but never 
again, no matter how hard you try, can 
you gather back the words you have so 
thoroughly scattered.’ 


“It is so easy, when in a confidential 
chat with a friend, to bring into discus- 
sion another companion, and to pass on 
a bit of gossip you may have heard 
about this particular person. The friend, 
finding it hard to keep this choice bit of 
gossip, will thoughtlessly impart it to an- 
other friend, etc., until it is carried in the 
wind as lightly as the seeds of a dande- 
lion, to take root in a continuous line 
of conversations. And as the gossip ball 
is rolled on each tongue, each talker will 
unconsciously add another remark of his 
own to the one made before it. At the 
end, the tiny and perhaps harmless re- 


mark made at the beginning, will have 
truly a serious outlook, and possibly in- 
sure a damaged reputation for the one 
talked about. It is well to remember that 
speech, carelessly handled, is almost as 
dangerous as a lighted bomb. When it 
explodes, the fragments are carried in 
all directions, with little heed to the 
damage done. 


“The carrier of gossip is dishonorable 
and underhanded. It is cheating someone 
of the opportunity to defend his reputa- 
tion, for gossip is like a whirlwind. The 
wind circles the outskirts of the center 
attraction, yet never gets within close 
communication with it. Words that de- 
molish one’s character seldom reach di- 
rectly to the ears of the one being talked 
about, though the whisperings may be 
circling around his head. 


“Harsh criticism of your friends will 
not attain for you real friendship. In- 
stead of saying something of a gossipy 
nature, try to say something nice and 
uplifting about your friends. If someone 
comes to you with gossip, soft-pedal the 
knocks and pass on a boost instead. It 
will be a mark of real friendship, and 
the news bringer will understand that 
you do not care to be in league with un- 
kind remarks. 


“Above all, don’t believe disagreeable 
tales merely on hearsay, nor perpetuate 
misleading falsehoods by repeating them. 
The author of the following quotation 
knew what idling words led to when he 
wrote, ‘What you keep by you, you may 
change and mend; but words spoken can 
never be recalled.’ ” 


Evil words are easily scattered like the 
down scattered by the man; they travel 
fast, and soon the devil has used them 
to destroy the influence of godly men. 
Someone under trial may have drawn 
upon his imagination to the extent that 
it became a reality to him, and soon was 
scattering unkind, hurtful words. He 
may later regret them and wish it were 
possible to recall them, but not so; they 
are no more where-he or she has _ left 
them. Where are they? Alas! they have 
been blown by the breath of another in- 
to his neighbor’s ears, on and on, only 
to be harvested at the final judgment. 
By self-control, and because of regret 
he may say no more, but where, oh, 
where are those words already spoken? 


Today as the rain was gently falling, 
we scattered about the yard some grass 
seed. It did not require much time to 
scatter millions of tiny seeds about it. If 
someone should come along and demand 
that I must gather every seed that I

Jewish Notes 


Three hundred and twenty Jewish ref- 
ugees recently arrived in New York from 
Europe. Fifty were doctors, lawyers, and 
business men from Germany, who will 
take up permanent residence in this 
country and will be cared for by their 
relatives and friends. Twenty came from 
Austria and the rest from various parts 
of Germany. They all came as quota 
immigrants. More than one thousand 
Jewish refugees have arrived in New 
York in the last three weeks. 


Combating Anti-Semitism 


One of the wretched things about this 
world of ours is the rabid anti-semitism 
that is sweeping across the face of the 
earth. Back in the old Czaristic days in 
Russia the Easter pogroms were bad 
enough. But in this post-war world it 
has spread to other lands. Germany, Po- 
land, Rumania, Brazil, Ecuador—the list 
of countries grows where the Jew is be- 
ing persecuted and deprived of his lib- 
erties. At one of the recent meetings of 
a Jewish fraternity, the evening began 
with the singing of “My Country, ’tis 
of thee, sweet land of liberty.” They 
sang it with a sober thoughtfulness that 
made a deep impression. In _ their 
thoughts, as in mine, was the knowledge 
that there are few places left in the 
world where they have their liberty. We 
are glad that efforts are being made to 
cement friendly relations between us and 
these people of God. May we be so Chris- 
tian as to win them eventually into our 
friendship and fellowship forever. Let 
us oppose anti-Semitism with all the 


faith and courage we can muster. Let us 
never go back on the race that gave us 
Isaiah and from whom is our Lord, ac- 
cording to the flesh. 


Suicide Wave in Vienna 

A new wave of suicides among non- 
Nazi intellectuals and Jews has broken 
out in Vienna. 

The former managing editor of the 
“Neue Freie Presse,” Stefan von Mueller, 
shot himself recently. He was removed 
from his position immediately after 
Chancellor Kurt Schuschnigg’s down- 
fall. 

Another Jewish newspaper man, Herr 
Kuranda, committed suicide together 
with his father. He was one of forty em- 
ployees of the “Wiener Tageblatt” who 
were dismissed because they were “non- 
Aryan.” 

The principal cause of many of the 
suicides can be found in the continued 
“Aryanization” of Jewish-owned shops 
in Austria, leaving the proprietors with- 
out funds. 


Battle With Arabs 


According to the Associated Press, 
British troops mopping up in Palestine’s 
“bloody triangle” recently killed at 
least thirty-two Arabs in a pitched bat- 
tle. 

A military patrol encountered 150 
tribesmen in the northmost point of 
Galilee section and called out reinforce- 
ments. 

The band was a remnant of a large 
force the British engaged previously when 
more than 100 Arabs were killed. 

Eight Royal Air Force planes and 
1,000 British troops took part in the 
action. British casualties were not dis- 
closed. 

A military court at Haifa meanwhile 
sentenced to death one of a number of 
captives taken in the previous battle. 
The condemned man said he had been 
compelled by other Arabs to bear arms 
against the British. 


World Jewry 


The German government is intending 
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to take over all Jewish property, regard- 
less of their nationality. 

According to government statistics 
there are 140,000 Jews in Tel Aviv, 
76,000 in Jerusalem, 48,000 in Haifa, 
and 16,000 in Jaffa. 

One of the chief counsellors of the 
Mikado is a 66-year-old Jew from 
Czechoslovakia, Joseph Mendel, who 
went to Japan fifty years ago. 

Two thousand Jews were deprived of 
their lives through executions and sui- 
cides in Vienna since its nazification and 
incorporation into the German Reich. 

The poverty among the Jews of Vi- 
enna is at present appalling; even be- 
fore the present distress 47,000 out of 
Vienna’s 176,000 Jews were receiving 
relief. Now they are helpless. 

Revenue accruing to the Government 
of Palestine from the port of Tel Aviv 
totaled 250,000 pounds ($1,250,000) 
during 1937, nearly corresponding to 
the Jewish cost of constructing the har- 
bor. 

The new President of Argentina has 
pledged himself not to tolerate any rac- 
ial persecution. He assured the Jews that 
the constitution was created for justice 


and freedom for all people living on Ar- 


gentina soil. 

In connection with the twentieth an- 
niversary of the declaration of Lithu- 
ania’s independence President Smetona 
assured the Jewish citizens that their 
rights will be fully respected in accord- 
ance with Lithuanian tradition. 

A declaration was recently signed by 
fifty-nine prominent non-Jewish Hun- 
garian writers, scientists and artists pro- 
testing a bill introduced into Parliament 
curtailing Jewish participation in trade 
and industry to twenty per cent. 

According to Jewish sources 315,000 
Jews have been baptized in the last 38 
years. Add to that the 205,000 admitted 
by Jewry as being the approximate num- 
ber of converts for last century, and the 
tale of converts is getting over the half- 
million mark. 

Yugoslavia, in contrast to most of its 
surrounding nations, displays a tolerant 
attitude toward the Jews within its bor- 
ders. The Jewish question may be said 
to be non-existent. They are fully re- 
cognized by the State and freely admitted 
into public life.

I am 
sure I have had my terrible affliction for 
God’s glory, and I am sure you will agree 
with me when you read how God has 
worked in my body. 

In December, 1936, I was afflicted 
with cancer. Without consulting a 
physician I was sure I had cancer. I had 
faith in Jesus for healing. My relatives 
and friends and some saints tried to per- 
suade me to go to a physician or hospi- 
tal. I said, ““No, I am trusting Jesus to 
heal me.” In January, 1937, I was af- 
flicted with very large blood boils and 
would have from three to six at a time. 
But Jesus gave me strength to keep up. 
I was out of the field from January un- 
til April. I sent to different places for 
prayer and had several anointed cloths 
sent to me, and Jesus would touch my 
body each day and give me strength to 
do the housework. 

I would pray night after night, some- 
times all night, and ask Jesus to show 
me why I was not healed. He had set 
two broken bones in my limb in June 
the same year and had healed me of 
tumor in the year 1919. It seemed 
strange I could not get healing for the 
cancer. In answer to my one all-night 
prayer came the following words: “In 
my own sweet way, and in my own 
sweet time.” I had twenty-six boils which 
I am sure was Jesus’ plan in freeing my 
blood of the cancer germ. 

In April I started out in the evangel- 
istic work. I was anointed and prayed 
for many times. I went to Somerset, Ky., 
from Winchester, something near one 
hundred miles, to attend the convention.

After having two hemorrhages from the 
cancer I went back to Winchester the 
next day and went both ways on the 
back of a truck with the saints at Win- 
chester and felt fine during the duration 
of time there. If Jesus had not touched 
my body with new strength, I could not 
have stood the trip. 

Through prayer I was able to stay out 
in the field until Dec. 6, 1937. I came 
home, collapsed on Dec. 10 with pain, 
was taken to the clinic at Bluffton, Ind., 
after a Muncie physician commanded an 
operation. He and the four clinic doc- 
tors said I had a cancer and it was in the 
last stage. “To operate would mean in- 
stant death.” They suggested using rad- 
ium (in faith only) but they said if I 
had the usual sickness after an anesthetic 
it would be instant death. But I never 
had felt I would die. I looked away to 
Jesus with faith to believe I would come 
through and live. These doctors prayed 
for me, also a Christian nurse was stand- 
ing over me praying for me when I came 
to consciousness. 

When I was taken in the surgery the 
doctors started talking to me about the 
Lord and did until I fell asleep. I heard 
the nurses next morning talking about 
me preaching a sermon clear through 
while asleep. The doctors said they never 
heard anyone talk while asleep in such 
manner before. 

God answered the many prayers that 
had reached the throne for me and I was 
not operated on and stood sixty-five 
hours of radium which very few live 
through. 

One of the physicians said God was 
going to heal me, he was praying for me. 
They could not understand why the 
roots of the cancer were not wrapped 
around my liver and in my stomach and 
other organs of my body, since it had 
been there twenty-two months. It was 
Jesus who, through prayers and my faith 
in Him, kept it from growing. For 
three weeks I lingered between life and 
death. Doctors, relatives and friends had 
no hopes. God sent in Pentecostal saints 
and preachers to pray for me. Others in 
six other states were holding me up be- 
fore the throne for my healing. 

While I was in the hospital I asked Je- 
sus why I had to go to the hospital. The 
answer He gave me when I was suffer- 
ing with boils, “In my own sweet time, 
and in my own sweet way,” came to 
me. While in the hospital I had no rest 
medicine and no pain. 

I was so sure I would be healed with- 
out having to go to the hospital I never 
lost faith. But Jesus surely got glory 
out of my affliction. People can hardly 
believe when they see me. Folks call by 
phone to know if it is really so that I 
am healed. 

The doctor dismissed me March 21. 
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Even they are surprised. They told me 
the cancer isn’t there any more and I can 
truthfully say, “I have no indications 
of ix.” 

I am ready for the battle field again. 
Thanks to my brothers and sisters ev- 
erywhere for their prayers. Please con- 
tinue to pray for my strength.—Evan- 
gelist Bertha G. Shideler, 313 S. Brit- 
tain St., Muncie, Ind.

go into the valley of service and com- 
plete His mission. Have you been led 
into the mountain top experience? Jesus 
was led of the Spirit into the wilderness 
and there He prepared for the great task 
of saving this lost world. Oh, bless His 
name! Lord help us to lead a prayer life 
of deep consecration to thy will. An 
effectual, fervent prayer life will keep us 
in close contact with our Master and His 
will will overshadow our will. 

Art thou called? The preacher who is 
called of God is surely facing the great 
mountain of service. We were traveling 
on level plains and through beautiful 
green valleys, but now we have come to 
the foot of the mountain. In awe and 
wonder we raise our eyes unto the sum- 
mit! Is it possible to scale such a huge 
barrier? is the question that startles our 
minds and causes many to be faint- 
hearted. Notice we called this moun- 
tain a barrier and to the minister of the 
Word it is truly a barrier to his prom- 
ised home in heaven.

Through 
this careless and unthoughtful act he 
was, even while in sight of the promised 
land, barred from enjoying the blessings 
in Canaan. 

Not so long ago I read an article 
about an attempt to scale Mt. Everest, 
the one peak in the world today that has 
not been successfully conquered by 
man. A party of climbers had for days 
successfully overcome the hazards of 
climbing and were joyfully nearing the 
summit when suddenly an avalanche of 
melting snow swept all but four of the 
party over a precipice to be buried un- 
der tons of snow a thousand feet below. 

If we earnestly and effectually strive 
to fulfill our calling, our greatest need 
is to be filled with the Spirit. Nothing 
will be more profitable to the minister 
than bearing the fruit of the Spirit. 
True love for a leader will cause one to 
trust explicitly in his guide. Paul said, 
“If ye love God, love your brother also.” 
Love will cover a multitude of sins. Love 
is the greatest grace a Christian can pos- 
sess. Love in its fullness and activity 
will surely save the lost. Godly love is 
manifested in the following expressions: 
joy in gladness and pleasure in serving; 
peace, a calm and restful person and 
having a friendly nature; longuffering, 
patient under injury and offense, con- 
tinually seeking the welfare of others; 
gentleness, softhearted and tender in deal- 
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ing with others, enemies as well as 
friends; goodness, benevolent and kind, of 
a helpful nature; faith, trust in God and 
the honesty of another; meekness, hum- 
ble, mild, unassuming, do you always take 
a back seat? Are you willing to suffer 
unjustly? forbearing one another; tem- 
perance, moderation, self-control, sober- 
ness, the habit of avoiding extremes. If 
God’s ministers but possess these re- 
quisites of Christian service, all the ug- 
ly hosts of Satan cannot stop our suc- 
cess, nor cause us to fail and fall short 
in giving of the best that is in us. Surely 
we will meet Satanic opposition at every 
step, but victory will be ours if we will 
be filled with the Spirit.
